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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .1 25(a) because: the number or nature of the amendments render it difficult to 
consider the application or to arrange the papers for printing or copying, 37 CFR 1 .125. 

Multiple alleged changes made to the original specification could not be 
identified, due to possible missing of some amendment files in the IFW/eDAN database, 
including but not limited to: the replacement paragraph for the paragraph starting with 
"Figs. 1-12" on page 8; the inserted paragraph before the paragraph starting with "Fig. 8 
shows" on page 12; and the inserted paragraph at the bottom of page 14. 

After the filing the original specification on August 31 , 1998, considerable 
amounts of subject matters have been allegedly incorporated into the instant application 
by references of various previous applications. Applicant is required to clarify with the 
substitute specification what have been specifically incorporated into the instant 
application from which specific paragraphs of which specific previous applications, with 
respect to the original specification filed on August 31 , 1998. 

Furthermore, at least new Figs. 6B and 6C have been added into the instant 
application; but no corresponding descriptions about the subject matters shown in these 
new drawings are found in the specification in the IFW/eDAN database. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
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immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject 
matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter 
must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after 
the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the 
specification of record is not considered a change that must be shown. 



Drawings 

2. In addition to Replacement Sheets containing the corrected drawing figures of 
Figs. 6B and 6C, applicant is required to submit a marked-up copy of each 
Replacement Sheet including annotations indicating the changes made to the previous 
version. The marked-up copy must be clearly labeled as "Annotated Sheets" and must 
be presented in the amendment or remarks section that explains the change(s) to the 
drawings. See 37 CFR 1 .1 21 (d)(1). Failure to timely submit the proposed drawing and 
marked-up copy will result in the abandonment of the application. 



3. In addition, no Fig. 6A is not found in the IFW/eDAN database; and, it is not clear 
whether there are any other newly added drawing sheets missing in the IFW/eDAN 
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database. Accordingly, applicant is requested to provide a copy of a complete set of 
drawings in reply to this office action. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matters 
recited in claims 43 and 98 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. These subject matters include: 

"the gate conductor comprising doped polysilicon contacting the gate oxide layer 
within the trench and a first metal layer defining a gate metal layer overlying the doped 
polysilicon of the gate conductor; an insulating layer overlying the gate conductor; and 
an upper metal laver over the insulating layer and having a first portion contacting the 
gate conductor through a via in the insulating layer and a second portion coupled to the 
source region in electrical isolation from the gate conductor", as recited in claim 43; and, 

"a first metal layer comprising aluminum including a first portion extending over 
the doped polysilicon and a second portion contacting the source semiconductor 
material; an insulating layer disposed over said gate structure and between the first and 
second portions of the first metal layer; and a second metallization over said insulating 
layer, the second metallization having a first portion contacting the first portion of the 
first metal layer on the gate structure through said insulating layer and a second portion 
contacting said second portion of the first metal layer", as recited in claim 98. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
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replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

5. Applicant is given a TWO MONTH time period to submit the above required files 
at least in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .81 . Extensions of time may be obtained at least 
under the provisions of 37 CFR1 .1 36(a). Failure to timely submit any of the above 
required files will result in ABANDONMENT of the application.
